Coca-Cola Cup, FA Cup, Auto- 
glass Trophy and Berks and 
Bucks Senior Cup matches. 

The average league attendance 
for the 1995/94 season exceeded 
5,500 per match, with an average 
of more than 7,000 attending the 
FA Cup matches at Adams Park. 

The growth in attendances over 
the past four seasons has been dra- 
matic. In 1991/92, the average 
league attendance was 3,602; 
while in 1992/93, it was 4,601;
